*ha mainland? From the gulf of Georgia ' tion as Mr. Bnlkley ha.s named in his re- 
port. The diU'crenco between attaining a 
lar^'er capacity in tho tirat iustauco and 
iucrea'.iii;,' it afterwards is so groat that 
it wduld lie lii'tter to err, if at all, on tho 



way. Tho Commissioner, subject to 
the approval of tho Coi-poration, shall 
regulate the distribution and use of the 
water, and fix the rates and rents pay- 
able for the same.

Such are tho chief 
provisions of the Bill. When it came 
from tho hands of tho Committee on Pri- 
liills, it contained a clauae i)roviding that 
it shiiuld iiiit come into oiioratioa until 
siinctionod by a vote of tho rate-payers. 
Ibit for some reason or other, tho IJill 
was shorn of tlii.s provision in its passapi 
through tho House. Wo cannot help 
thinking that in taking a step ofsncb im- 
portauco, involring n debt of ono hmidretl 
tiionsand dollar.s. an appeal to the rate- 
payers would have Ih'cii thopropor cour-io. 
.Silt that tliiMO can be much doubt aliout 
tl'io verdict; for we believe that tlioro is a 
very gcneriil ileterniiiiatioii to have a pro- 
per water supjily, couidod with a convic- 
tion that it will be best in the hands of 
the Corporation. But, upon general prin- 
ciples, it soenis right that no oouniderahle 
Municipal loan sIkjuKI bn olVocted without 
tlie consent of tlioi^e who must pay olf tho 
d(d)t. \\'iti](iut any desire, hov/over, to 
i^irp abo\it abatract, )>riniMpl(;s, we congra- 
tulate this eonmiuuity upon tho practical 
turn this vexed question has taken, and 
we hope to see tlie large powers thus con- 
ferred upon tho Corporation exercised 
with discretion and energy. Very much 
of the niicertaiuty formerly surrounding 
the enterjiriso haa hapi)ily been removed 
l)y the able ropm't of tho Engineer en- 
gaged upon it last year. Prom that re- 
port it wonid appear a supply of good 
water sulKcient for a ooramnnity of one 
hundred thousand persons can be obtain- 
ed from ]-;ik and lieaver Lakes, and nt a 
cost not o.vceoding the limit H^ed in the 
.Vet. We observe, however, that ^tr. 
Bulkley allow.^ only twonty-five galloii.s 
l>er diem to each inhahitaut. It may lie 
true that this would be considered a fair 
average in European communities; but 
wo aio inclined to think it would not meet 
.\nieriean re([nirement3. Take tho city of 
\ew York, for instance. It apjioara that 
last vear tlin water coiisuaii)tion was 8S,- 
000,600 gallons daily, being eipial to 88 
gallons to each mhabitiiut. We observe 
tliat the water rent in New York averages 
ten dollors per annum on dwelling-liouse.s, 
a sum which seems very reasonnhlo. Ho- 
tels, factories, ic, are clunged by mea- 
sure. We mention the rate of water cou- 
snniption with the feeling that, ia coji-. 
sti netiiig Victoria Water Works, it would 
not he wise to base any calculation.s

No fact moro cloiirly (lomonstratos the 
liberality of citizens of Victoria than tho 
hearty manner in which tho members of 
all sects and creeds join in assistinpr, by 
ovory means in their power, tho f iindH of 
each other. Heiu'o it i.s that when an ap- 
peal ia niado in Ijohulf of ouo creed wo 
lind on tho stage and in tho audi torn m 
representatives of all other roligioua bodies, 
as keenly alive to tho iinportanco of advanc- 
ing the C3auae aa tho most zealous mem- 
ber of the BCft cspccinlly intore.sted. Tho 
Concert to augment the funds of the St. 
Andrew's {ClatiioHc) Calliedral was a 
grand e.vemplilicat inn of this rule; for 
amongst those who tcmk pai-t in tho en- 
tertainment wore iiiini/'ttrs- of Victoria, 
Now Westminster and Oiympia, whilst 
the house vrixs densely crowded by a fash- 
ionable audience.

Puget Sonnd Items- 

From tho Seattle Iiilolligoiu'or. 

Capt. Nash, the now mail contractor, is 
going to got tho steamer Now World or 
Antelope to carry tho mails. 

Tho J5ollingliaiu Bay coal mine is now 
in active operation and in splendid work- 
ing order, under tho supiu-intendence of 
Jlr. Jones. There are suino lifty men 
employed, who tako out on an average 
about ninety tons of coal ])erday. 

A bill has boon introduced in Congress 
remodeling the boundaries of the State fif 
Oregon by adding thereto a large ))ortion 
of Washington Territory inchnling the 
counties of Walla Walla" and Whitman — 
in fact, all that portion lying on the we.st 
of tho Columbia and south of Snake river. 
It also provides that this question shall 
be submitted to a vote of the legal voters 
residing ia that portion of this Territoiy, 
before tho same goes itito efifect. 

Tho Supreme Court has a'lowod tho 
issuance of a writ of error in the case of 
this Territory r.i Charleu Watts, conviot- 
ed of murder, with a view of removing 
tho esse to the Supreme Court of the 
United Snatos. Tho allowance of the 
writ oparates as a stiperscdeas to stay tho 
execution of the prisoner until tho case 
is disposed of. 

Tho .steamer Eose, Capt. ."Vllan Fraiuns, 
is now making regular trips from Belling- 
ham Hay to Somiahiuoo Bay, Orcas and 
San Juan Islands, connecting at the last- 
named place witli the FaTorito for Port 
Townsond. 

Mr. F. C. Forbes, who for several 
weeks past had been prostrated from an 
attack of paralysis, died at tlie (.)ci'iilcnlal 
Hotel in this city on Friday last. He was 
i a native of Canada I-".ast and was about ;!0 
ye.irs of age. Ho w.is buried on S.atur- 
day afternoon, his funeral sfsrvices being 
conducted at Trinity Church, the Rev.

— Kecently a vein of 
lignite coal was discovered near the Cow- 
litx river.

Tweuty-llve 
ounces of coal was Bubniittod to the tost, 
when it was ascertainoil that ten ounces of 
ooko remained and the rest was gas, oil 
and wator. Those mines are reported to 
be accessible, and the quantity of coal 
oxhaustless.
